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Gvangelism in 
H | 


IN the creative act of God He set into 
operation certain laws governing all crea- 
tion and for all time. Since then these 
certain laws have never failed to func- 
tion, thereby holding in tack the concin- 
ucus work of creation up to the present 
hour. There is a divine law that governs 
every particular form of creation, in- 
cluding life in every phase. It is the pro- 
per function of these governing laws 
upon the different forms and phases’ of 
life that continues the production of new 
or continued life. Onz part of creation is 
dependent upon certain other parts of 
creation, to a certain exicnt, for contin- 
uation and life. 

It is according to tlu: divine plan and 
order that Jesus intended His Church to 
operate in the world. In the sixteenth 
chapter of St. Mark, Jesus gave orders to 
those to whom He had intrusted the re- 
sponsibility of carrying on after His de- 
parture. These orders included two du- 
ties; namely, “GO YE” and “PREACH 
THE GOSPEL”. The service of baptism 
and signs following was dependent upon 
the acceptance of the gospel preached, 
which, of course, is the ultimate result of 
faith. In His commission, Jesus placed 
upon the church the responsibility of 
evangelizing the whole world, that is, 
reach with the gospel message every crea- 
ture. This responsibility has not yet been 
lifted from the church, for all (every 
creature) have not yet heard the message, 
and the greater the claim for divine ac- 
ceptance by the church, the greater this 
responsibility is intensified. 

THE TASK PERFORMED 

The Apostle Paul in his letter to the 
Ephesians clearly states God’s plan for 
the work of the church. “But unto ev- 
eryone of us is given grace according to 
the measure of the gift of Christ. Where- 
fore he saith, When he ascended up on 
high, he led captivity captive, and gave 
gifts unto men. And he gave some, 
apostles; and some, prophets; and some, 
EVANGELISTS; and some, pastors and 
teachers; for the perfecting of the saints, 
for the work of the ministry, for the edi- 
fying of the body of Christ. Till we all 
come in the unity of the faith, and of 
the knowledge of the Son of God, unto 
a perfect man, unto the measure of the 
stature of the fulness of. Christ.” Eph. 
4:7, 11-13. 

The position of evangelist is in the di- 
vine plan of God for the church, parallel 
in rank to that of pastor or teacher, and 
is to play an equal part in the ministry 
of the churchh A man may be an or- 
dained bishop in the church but render 
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service in evangelistic work. His qualifi- 
cations as a minister are not lessened by 
his being so engaged, Paul’s admonition tc 
Timothy was, “But watch thou in all 
things, endure afflictions, do the work of 
an evangelist, make full proof of thy 
ministry.” 2 Tim. 4:5. 

The work of evangelism is, first, to 
reach the unreached. But there is a work 
of evangelism in the church that can be 
easily neglected. If then the position and 
work of the evangelist is in the divine 
plan of God as that of pastor and teacher, 
God’s plan also includes ways and means 
whereby the evangelist may serve in the 
church. It is a tragedy for qualified min- 
isters to be crowded off the evangelistic 
field due to lack of proper co-operation 
upon the part of the stationed pastors. 
Every God-called preacher should be on 
the field today, and if I understand my 
Bible this is possible, if God’s plan is pro- 
perly carried out. This includes, first, co- 


operation on the part of overseers and 
pastors in arranging for meetings;  sec- 
ond, financial co-operation. 

The Church of God was born in a 


flaming fire of evangelism and this fire 
has steadily burned on till this day, but 
there may be some discrepancies that 
could be eliminated, mainly in the admin- 
istration of financial distribution, 


THE FINANCIAL SYSTEM OF THE 
CHURCH 

I wish to call attention to the 1934 
General Assembly Minutes, page 130 and 
131, under caption, ‘Financial System.” 
God surely inspired the forming of the 
church’s financial system as worked out 
by those intrusted with the task. “Let 
the tithe of tithes be sent to Head- 
quarters. Let the remaining nine-tenths 
be used for the support of the overseers 
of states, district overseers, pastors and 
OTHER MINISTERS whose service may 
be engaged, distributed to each as their 
position in the church and service ren- 
dered may demand. 
“DISTRIBUTION OF NINE-TENTHS 

“The distribution to be in the hands 
of the local churches, with the General 
Overseer as advisory council, whose duty 
it shall be to keep a careful record -at 
Headquarters the AMOUNT EACH 
MINISTER RECEIVES, in order to be 
prepared to advise with any LOCAL 
CHURCH, and assist them in REGU- 
LATING any IRREGULARITIES. 


“SURPLUS 


“The surplus to be used for other 
ministerial purposes such as opening up 


new work, ASSISTING EVANGELIS- 


the Ghurch, 
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TIC WORK, work that is not self-sus- 
taining, etc., the work to be under the 
supervision of the overseer of the state, 
the local church and pastor, with the 
General Overseer as advisory council.” 


The above quotation is from our last 
General Assembly Minutes and is in 
vogue today. With our present monthly 
reporting system, both of the local church 
treasurer and the minister, those in au- 
thority can easily locate any irregulari- 
ties, as to the financial status of the min- 
istry, and in accordance with the system 
seek to regulate same. An irregularity in 
this connection would be, one minister 
receives $200.00 tithes per month and 
another minister receives $50.00 (or 
less) tithes per month. There would cer- 
tainly be a surplus in the first case. Sur- 
plus means “that which remains over and 
above what is required; an excess.” In 
view of these facts it is plain to be seen 
that if the irregularities could be regu- 
lated and the surplus tithes properly dis- 
tributed, there would be no need for God- 
called preachers to be engaged in secular 
work for support, but all not engaged as 
overseers and pastors could be busy in 
evangelistic work. The tithes are for the 
support of the MINISTRY. It is indeed 
a sacred trust to have the oversight of 
this fund and the duty of disbursing it in 
accordance with God’s plan. 


THE CHURCH AN ORGANISM 


The Church of God is one great organ- 
ism, every member an integral part of 
the other, in spiritual relationship. In his 
first letter to the church at Corinth, the 
Apostle Paul makes this fact very plain 
in the comparison of the church to the 
human body. “For the body is not one 
member, but many. If the foot shall say, 
Because I am not the hand, I am not of 
the body, is it therefore not of the body? 
And if the ear shall say, Because I am not 
the eye, I am not of the body, is it there- 
fore not of the body? If the whole body 
were an eye, where were the hearing? 
If the whole were hearing, where were 


the smelling? But now hath God 
set the members everyone of them 
in the body, as it hath pleased 


him, And if they were all one member, 
where were the body? But now are they 
many members, yet but one body. And 
the eye cannot say unto the hand, I have 
no need of thee: nor again the head to 
the feet, I have no need of you. Nay, 
much more those members of the 
body, which seem to be more feeble, are 
necessary: And those members of the

RED HUNT 


A group of prominent Methodist lay- 
men met at the “Union League Club in 
Chicago on July 29th” and “started a 
campaign against any social substitute 
for personal Christianity.” The campaign 
has caused lively debate within religious 
circles. It was launched “to keep a watch- 
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ful eye on radicals within the commun- 
ion.” “This is taken by some to mean a 
declaration of war by those who hold the 
purse-strings against those who preach 
the social gospel.” The Methodist bishops 
at large (quite a number) seem to be 
greatly incensed at such a movement. 

Personally, we think it timely. When 
the laymen think they are not getting 
the right kind of religious instruction, it 
becomes their duty to organize for the 
purpose of promoting that which is, in 
their opinion, a corrective means. When 
the ministry no longer serves its true pur- 
pose, those who employ such ministers 
have a right to set that ministry aside. 
The tremendous deluge of atheism which 
now fills our universities, colleges and 
free school system, found its origin in un- 
belief and lax teaching of the ministry in 
the Protestant and Catholic churches 
throughout. There is no particular or 
general faith, neither within the church 
or churches nor society, that does not 
trace itself either directly or indirectly 
to the ministry of the gospel of Jesus 
Christ. As the minister of the gospel 
should be justly accredited with that de- 
gree of faith and religious activity which 
still remains, they must at the same time 
assuine the responsibility in a great sense 
for all those antagonistic teachings and 
atheistic societies who are now avowed 
enemies of the Church. Lack of suffi- 
cient evidence of the Divine within the 
churches presented an open door thru 
which modernism and atheism have crept 
in. When ministers preach whole sermons 
and never mention the name of Christ or 
the atonement He made, as a consequence 
unbelief will predominate those who 
chance to sit within the pew. 

On the other hand, where Christ is 
preached and where the church is sound 
in the faith which was once and for all 
delivered unto the saints and the gospel 
gives evidence of fact, atheism has little 
chance.

“For I speak to you Gentiles, inasmuch 
as I am the apostle of the Gentiles, I 
magnify mine office: If by any means I 
may provoke to emulation them which 
are my flesh, and might save some of 
them. For if the casting away of them 
be the reconciling of the world, what 
shall the receiving of them be, but life 
from the dead? For if the firstfruit be 
holy, the lump is also holy: and if the 
root be holy, so are the branches. And if 
some of the branches be broken off, and 
thou, being a wild olive tree, wert graf fed 
in among them, and with them partakers 
of the root and fatness of the olive tree.” 
—Rom. 11:13-17. 


Here the apostle shows that the Gen- 
tiles have been grafted into the tame olive 
tree, and are with them partakers of the 
root and fatness of the olive tree. Since 
we understand the olive tree to be the 
Jews, we may boldly say whatever tem- 
poral blessings they may have received, 
the Gentiles shall also have. And what- 
ever spiritual blessings they have had are 
also here invoked upon the Gentiles. In 
that the Gentiles were grafted into them 
as a nation, they must receive from them, 
in their national aspect, whatever spiri- 
tual blessings they receive, as much so as 
a grafted branch is a partaker of the root 
and fatness of the tree into which it is 
grafted. 

The apostle has warned the Gentiles to 
continue in the goodness of God, and this 
continuance in His goodness is the basis 
on which all blessing rests, temporal or 
spiritual. A failure to continue is the on- 
ly way in which we may be cut off from 
the root and fatness. The apostle here 
closes his discourse by saying, “For of 
him, and through him, and to him, are 
all things: to whom be glory for ever: 
Amen.” Rom, 11:36. 

And that Jesus Christ, according to the 
seed of David, is the root of the Israelite 


nation (Isa. 11:1; Rom. 15:12) and 
spiritual fatness, is vividly clear. The 
apostle further exhorts, saying. ‘For 


whatsoever things were written aforetime 
were written for our learning, that we 
through the patience and comfort of the 
Scripture might have hope. Now the God 
of patience and consolation grant you to 
be likeminded one toward another accord- 
ing to Christ Jesus.”—Rom. 15:4, 5. 
“That ye may with one mind, and one 
mouth glorify God, even the Father of 
our Lord Jesus Christ. Wherefore receive 
ye one another, as Christ also received us 


to the glory of God. Now I say that Je- 
sus Christ was a minister of the circum- 
cision for the truth of God, to confirm 
the promises made unto the fathers. And 
that the Gentiles might glorify God for 
his mercy: as it is written, For this cause 
will I confess thee among the Gentiles, 
and sing unto thy name. And again he 
saith, Rejoice, ye Gentiles, with his peo- 
ple. And again, Praise the Lord, all ye 
Gentiles; and laud him, all ye people.” 
Rom. 15:6-11. 

“And again, Esaias saith, There shail 
be a root of Jesse, and he that shall rise 
to reign over the Gentiles: in him shall 
the Gentiles trust. Now the God of hope 
fill you with all joy and peace in believ- 
ing, that ye may abound in hope, through 
the power of the Holy Ghost.” Rom. 15: 
12-13. 

You will here notice in verse eight that 
Jesus Christ was the minister of God, to 
confirm the promise made unto the 
fathers, That the Gentiles might glorify 
God, is evidently clear here, that what- 
ever promises God made to Israel were 
also made good to the Gentiles. “For he 
is our peace, who hath made both one, 
and hath broken down the middle wall 
of partition between us. Having abolish- 
ed in his flesh, the enmity, even the law 
of commandments contained in ordi- 
nances: for to make in himself of twain 
one new man, so making peace.” Eph. 2: 
24, 15. 

Here the apostle asserts that God hath 
made both Jews and Gentiles one body, 
having broken down the partition be- 
tween them. “Having abolished in his 
flesh the enmity.” And since the Gentiles 
had no priesthood, it was especially fit- 
ting that Christ should “abolish” the 
law of commandments and ordinances. 
This allowed them both to enter and re- 
ceive Christ by the mercies of God. Read 
Rom. 11:32. 

He further states that God is of the 
“twain”; i. e., both Jews and Gentiles, 
making “one new man.” This is the one 
body—the church. ‘For by one spirit are 
we all baptized into one body whether 
we be Jews or Gentiles.” This places the 
Gentiles on a par with the Jews in re- 
gards to any claims of spiritual blessings. 

“And came and preached peace to you 
that were afar off (the Gentiles) and to 
you that were nigh (the Jews). For 
through him we both have access by one 
Spirit to the Father.” Eph. 2:17, 18. 

By this time we would think the 
reader’s mind would be clear that what- 
ever blessings the Jews or Israel may have

in Christ, likewise the Gentiles have had. 
“God so loved the world, that he gave,” 
not to Israel any more than other na- 
tions. Israel was simply the “chosen gen- 
eration, a royal priesthood,” through 
which God chose to evangelize the world, 
at the beginning of the gospel age. But 
God has used them _ interchangeably— 
Jews preached to the Gentiles, and Gen- 
tiles have and are preaching to the Jews. 

And that God will have kings and 
priests out of every nation is certain. Rev. 
5:9. “He that overcometh” is the basis 
on which Christ has chosen to place us 
in positions of royalty with Himself. Not 
Peter and John, but they for whom it is 
prepared of my Father, They that suffer 
with Him shall also reign with Him. 

That Israel is to be restored and made 
the head of the nations under Christ, is 
clear, yet as we have been partakers of the 
rain of His Spirit together in the church 
age, we shall still worship together and 
receive the latter rain, in its national as- 
pect, as is clear from the reading of 
Zech. 14:16, 17. “He that is left of the 
nations, shall worship the King and shall 
have rain.” 

The claims of those who assert that 
the Gentiles have no claim on the bless- 
ings of latter rain, is wholly uureasonable 
and absurd, and is only made for the sole 
purpose of dodging the issue as to wheth- 
er all may yet receive the Holy Ghost as 
on the day of Pentecost. 

We would have had no knowledge of 
early and latter rain, except the Word of 
God had declared it. As the usage of 
the terms “early rain” and “latter rain,” 
are in the New Testament, we know, 
therefore, it is spiritual rain to which they 
refer. Yet these terms are taken from the 
Old Testament, where it is inferred that 
it was natural rain, But it must be re- 
membered that all the while God was 
sending natural rain on crops in Israel, 
He was likewise blessing them with spiri- 
tual blessings, to an extent. 

THE OUTPOURING OF THE SPIRIT 

Praise God for the word “pour” (Gr. 
echeo.) It denotes plentitude of spiritual 
blessings. As it is written, “I will pour 
out of my Spirit upon all flesh.” There 
is a very unique feature about the scrip- 
tural setting of Zech. 10:1; 2:28. And 
it is this, God has admonished us to “ask 
ye of the Lord rain in the time of the lat- 
ter rain (Heb. molkosh); so the Lord 
shall make bright clouds, and give them 
showers of rain.” The word used in the 
Hebrew for rain is the word “motar,” 
which simply means rain and is often- 
times modified by the words “early” or 
“latter,” but here there is a more de- 
scriptive word used to define or denote 
the kind of rain God has in mind for us 
in the time of the latter rain. It is here 
translated “showers”, from the Hebrew 
word “geshem,” which means a “violent” 
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rain, a heavy shower. The word “‘gesh- 
em” which is here translated “showers,” 
has been robbed of some of its true mean- 
ing and etymology in being simply trans- 
lated “showers.” Indeed God has more 
than showers of rain, God wants to give 
us heavy showers, violent rains that will 
saturate every weary soul, and satisfy ev- 
ery aching heart. 

Not only does God want to do this, 
but God especiaily wants to give us rain 
in such a way and manner as to be en- 
tirely copious, not for our own benefits, 
but more so that the Church of God may 
be nourished into its maturity and fruit- 
fulness of yielding unto God “by whom 
it is dressed.” Rain is not enough, it 
must be heavy and violent to move things 
in these days of apostasy and_ coldness. 
Let us therefore “‘ask for rain,” heavy and 
violent, that will wash the face of the 
earth off us, and let the Rock of Christ 
be manifested after the earth life, the hu- 
man has been submerged into Christ by 
the outpoured Spirit of God. There is al- 
so another word and promise to Joel 2:23 
which I wish you to notice. It is the word 
“moderately” which comes from the He- 
brew word “‘tsudogoh,” meaning recti- 
tude, right. We use the word “moderate- 
ly” in English to mean almost entirely a 
different thing from which the Hebrew 
here contains, thereby causing us to lose 
sight of the thing which God desires us 
to have and to know. I will cause to 
come down to you the “rain according to 
the right”; i. e., the rain in just meas- 
ure, as the ground naturally requires. I 
will cause to come down for you the 
rain (Heb. motar), the former rain 
(Heb. moreh geshem), and the latter 
(Heb. molkosh) rain. 


Here in this promise God has promised 
to send rain upon us according to 
“right,” according as the ground may 
naturally require, in a just measure. It 
is therefore God who must, in the days 
of modernism and coldness, ‘“‘cause to 
come down” upon us the rain in such 
quantities as we may need. Here again as 
in Zech. 10:1 we have coupled with 
these promises the Hebrew word “gesh- 
em” which synchronizes with the word 
“pour”, giving us to understand that in 
the time of the latter rain God will not 
stop until He has poured out upon us 
rains of plenty,rains of violence. We may, 
therefore, instead of expecting a mitiga- 
tion of the latter rain, expect that it shall 
continue to develop in a heavy, violent 
tide that will sweep things from before 
the Church of God, giving it power and 
gifts of such spiritual qualification as 
God has purposed in His own heart. 
Praise God! 

We notice that water is the result of 
rain. We see the pools, the rivers, and the 
great rivers are each the result of rain. 
When the rain continues to fall the earth 
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is not only refreshed but the streams of 
water also swell. And as we have ob- 
served these things because of the falling 
of the natural rain, what have we ob- 
served because of the falling of spiritual 
rain? 

Have we not also found that the fall- 
ing of the latter rain causes pools and 
rivers? Certainly so, In John 7:38, it is 
expressly stated by Jesus that “He that 
believeth on me, as the Scripture hath 
said, out of his belly shall flow rivers of 
living water.” Notice here, it is he that 
believeth “as the Scripture hath said,” 
not as some opposer of God’s Word says, 
but as the Scriptures say. 


“But this spake he of the Spirit, which 
they that believe on him should receive: 
for the Holy Ghost was not yet given; 
because Jesus was not yet glorified.” 
John 7:39. As the rain forms the rivers 
of water, just so have we here the rivers 
ot spiritual water flowing from the being 
of those that receive the Holy Ghost 
which is the result of the spiritual rain 
of the Old Testament. This is that spiri- 
tual water with which Apollos watered 
and God gave the increase, the waters 
which proceed from the river of water. 


“The streams thereof which shall make 
glad the city of God, the holy place of 
the tabernacles of the most High.” Psa. 
46:4. “Blessed are they which do hunger 
and thirst after righteousness: for they 
shall be filled.” Matt. 5:6. FILLED, 
“And when the day of Pentecost was ful- 
ly come, they were all filled with the 
Holy Ghost.” Acts 2:1-4.

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A Great Missionary 
By D. F. BaLDREE 


Jesus Christ the Son of God is the 
greatest Missionary of all the age or 
phases of the age. He became a missionary 
because God so loved the world that He 
gave His only begotten Son, that whoso- 
ever believeth in Him should not perish, 
but have everlasting life. John 3:16. 

God warned the kings of the nations 
to accept His Son, Ps. 2:10-12. “Be 
wise now therefore, O ye kings: be in- 
structed, ye judges of the earth. Serve the 
Lord with fear, and rejoice with tremb- 
ling. Kiss the son, lest He be angry, and 
ye perish from the way, when his wrath 
is kindled but a little. Blessed are all they 
that put their trust in him.” 

“Kiss the son” is a figure of speech 
(if I properly understand) and means to 
accept the Son, “‘Lest he be angry and ye 
perish.” The first three verses of this 2nd 
Psalm show with Acts 4:25-28 that the 
kings, instead of accepting Him, raged 
against Him. That leaves the common 
folks to accept Him, as the Father says, in 
spite of their rejections, ‘““Yet have I set 
my king upon my holy hill of Zion,” v. 
6, hence He will have a kingdom and, of 
course, subjects in that kingdom. 

This is the trouble with the nations to- 
day, they have refused this counsel. Pres- 
ident Coolidge said that Christianity has 
not had a chance at the problems of 
world peace. Why? Because the Christ 
Himself has been rejected! 

Every kingdom that fully and finally 
rejects will collapse into decay. Repeated 
history goes to prove this in the past, and 
prophecy, the future. He says, “I have 
set my king upon my holy hill of Zion,” 
sealed in God’s eternal purpose! 

The greatest empires of today are 
lorded over by financial kings and they, 
as others have, are rejecting the Son. 
There is danger of His being angry and 
His wrath being dealt out. This wrath 
comes thru revolt against government 
and capital by forces that seem far 
worse than capital and even from govern- 
ment, but the revolters will alike come 
to their end and none shall help them be- 
cause they put their trust in Antichrist, 
who, of course, will be overthrown by 
the Son of God. 

In the face of such political eruptions, 
it seems to the writer that it is of vital 
importance that the Church of God have 
a clearer form of teaching to make it 
plain to other nations that the Church 
of God is not pulling for political pres- 


tige, and that its sole purpose in sending 
missionaries is to establish principles that 
will save every nation under the sun, if 


these principles are accepted. A docu- 
ment of this kind would help other na- 
tions thru their rulers to more quickly 
and plainly see our friendliness to ll, 
regardless of nationality, Professed Chris- 
tianity has so failed and thru political and 
governmental tools oppressed the common 
folks, that it is hard to teach them with 
the true gospel. Proper government is as 
essential as the nation itself, and digni- 
taries are not to be evil spoken of, those 
who are of the right type, but when the 
love of money and love of power rules out 
the power of love, it is in danger of its 
own decay. 

The need of money and power in the 
right way is not to be confused with the 
above statement. We stand in need of 
more money and the right kind of power 
to properly carry on the missionary work, 
considering that authority is power, au- 
thority to preach and defend the gospel 
of Jesus Christ in the spirit of love. Those 
who give up loved ones, friends, and 
homes to preach the full gospel 
surely are impelled by the love of God. 
Others have this same love but the prince 
of darkness has hindered and is still hin- 
dering thru the channels herein described, 
just as the angel was hindered in the case 
of Daniel; but, in the face of these 
things, we must not let up, but pray, 
consecrate, give and go more, for there 
are others who will hear the gospel if 
they can have it presented in its true 
form, and the Lord has need of them. 
Lord, send more laborers into thy vine- 
yard.

body, which we think to be less honor- 
abie, upon these we bestow more abun- 
dant honour; and our uncomely parts 
have more abundant comeliness. For our 
comely parts have no need: but God 
hath tempered the body together, having 
given more abundant honour to that 
part which lacked: That there should be 
no schism in the body, but that the mem- 
bers should have the same care one for 
another. And whether one member suf- 
fer, ALL the members suffer with it, or 
one member be honoured, all the mem- 
bers rejoice with it. Now ye are the body 
of Christ, and MEMBERS IN PARTICU- 
LAR.” 

We understand that the function of 
the human body is sufficient to know the 
imperative value and important relation 
each and every particular member has to 
the other, every member has the same 
care for the other, and in the perform- 
ing of each and every duty through life 
this fixed law governs the human body. 
This is also true in the church, every de- 
partment of the church, every office, and 
position of every minister and member 
is important and the law of activity cov- 
ers all, and the continuous functioning of 
every phase of the ministry is of vital im- 
portance to the continued growth and 
progress of the church. The teacher can- 
not say to the pastor, I have no need of 
thee, neither can the pastor say to the 
evangelist, I have no need of you, etc. 

Again, we say that every minister in 
the church not engaged as overseer or 
pastor should be continuously engaged in 
evangelistic work and with the proper 
c0-operation upon the part of the over- 
seers and pastors, and the strict distribu- 
tion of the tithes and mission fund in 
accordance with the ruling of the Gener- 
al Assembly, this will be possible. There 
are God-called ministers in the church, 
those who have had many years of ex- 
perience in the ministry, who are not at 
present engaged as overseer or pastor, 
who would be glad to be engaged in 
evangelistic work, They have families to 
support and children to school. There is 
a place for every one of these ministers 
to work in the church. God has provided 
for the support of their families as much 
so as he has provided for the support of 
the ministers engaged as overseers and pas- 
tors. This is in accordance with the Bible, 
also the ruling of our General Assembly. 
“Each overseer is to have oversight of his 
state and, as much as possible, conduct or 
ORDER a general EVANGELISTIC 
campaign over his state during the year. 
The pastor or overseer of each district 
shall have helpers or assistant _ pastors, 
who shall be under his supervision, for 
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the care of the churches of the district. 
These helpers may include women preach- 
ers and EVANGELISTS. Provision for 
the support of these helpers may be de- 
termined by the overseer of the state and 
pastor of the district in joint conference,” 
1934 Assembly Minutes, page 148.
